The nunber of students is estimated 
at 3000 to 3500 men and women. Sections consisted of approximately 2R0 
men.

b* The day begins in the morning at 5:30, after w*iich follows half an hour 
of morning gymnastics, cleaning of rooms and breakfast* At 7s 00 there 
are military exercises with 11.0., carbines 9B, Russian machine pistols, 
field maneuvers, etc. At 11*00 there are classes, with illustrations, 
in topography, etc. Rest period from 12:00 to 2:00, followed by more 
training In military affairs. From 4:00 r.n. to 5:00, classes in Russian. 

At 6:00 instruction in handling weapons, etc. Lights out at 10:00. During 
the course one section receives instruction in driving automobiles. One 
is taught radio-telegraph;.', using old Gorman radio equipment, such as the 
FuG VII. These sections also receive military training, as do the others. 
The instructors are former German Army sergeants . 

Co After the end of the course, examinations are given and the pupils with 
the best grades receive rewards. Those who do not pass the exams return 
to civilian life., but are required to report from time to tine to the 
police in their city. Gouree heard that the lattor are required to take 
a course again the following year. Fifty-five to sixty young people who 
had correlated their training at Boisenbirg were sot apart and thoroughly
